Had the American 
commissioners even offered to take over the 
entire Philippine debt of about $40,000,000 the 
Spaniards affect to feel that it would have 
been as nothing and they regard today’s 
position so meager as not to warrant even 
a schedule of Spain's ‘‘pacific expenditures” 
in the archipelago. 

Washington Officials Pleased. 

Washington, October 81.—The advices 
from Paris to the effect that the United 
States peace commissioners have demanded 
the cession to the United States of the 
entire Philippine islands is in line with the 
instructions that have been issued to the 
representatives of the United States. Up 
to a very recent date the United States 
commissioners had no precise instructions 
on this vital point. Gf course, before they 
had departed from Washington much con- 
sideration had been given to this important 
subject by the president, Secretary Day, 
Assistant Secretary Moore and the members 
of the commissivh. But there was a lack 
of data as to the-financiat and political af- 
fairs of the Philippines, and it so happened 
that wher: the United States commissioners 
sailed they were not committed beyond 
change to any line of policy. A majority 
of their number leaned toward a restriction 
of the demands to be put forth as to the 
Philippines, varying all the way from the 


' retention of Manila bay and the immediate 


Surrounding county to the acquisition of 
the whole island of Luzon. 

But since that time the president 
has become convinced that there is a 
great popular demand for the annexa- 
tion to the United States of the whole 
Philippine group and he is disposed 
to defer to that sentiment. 

Beside, there is ground to believe that, in 
an unofficial manner, possibly through the 
communication with Agoncillo, 
Aguinaldo’s agent in Paris, or perhaps 
through one direct dealing between the 
chieftain and Admiral Dewey, the United 
States commissioners have satisfied them- 
that the difficulties in the way of 
annexation, so far as they might be ex- 
pected to depend upon the will of the 
natives, have been very much exaggerated. 

It cannot be learned definitely what 
money consi eration is to pass with 
the title to the Philippines. Indeed, 
there is reason to believe that even 
the United States peace commissioners 
have not been able to fix the amount 
exactly.

At Cavite, Spain had built a naval 
station, which, before it was sacked 
by the natives, was said to be equal 
to the Mare island station and may 
be worth $2,500,000. 

Whether or not the last two items can be 
strict:y des gnated “pacific expenditures”’ 
must be determined tm conference, but the 
lighthouses, water improvements, barracks 
and naval station are necessary to the 
United States as the owner of the Philip- 
pines and are deemed worth a fair price.

Washington, October 31.—In the absence 
of a specific order from Secretary Long to 
corsider the subject, the board of naval 
bureau chiefs has not undertaken to pass 
upon the expediency of prosecuting the at- 
tempts to raise other of the Spanish ships 
sunk on July 34 than the Maria Teresa.

MARIA TERESA STARTS NORTH. 


Norfolk Navy Yard#* 

Weshington, October 31.—The navy 4°- 
partment has received a telegtfam from 
Caitmanera announcing the geafting from 
that place for Hampton Roads of the Ma- 
ria Teresa, Which is up to this time the 
only one of the Spanish ships sunk at San- 
tingo to be floated. She is under command 
of Captain Harris, who was detached from 
command of the Vulcan for that purpose. 

The Teresa ysailed from Caimanera at 
6 o’2lock yesterday mornng with the Vul- 
can end the Leonidas. These vessels will 
escort the Teresa most of tne way to 
Norfclk. The Cincinnati aiso started with 
the Teresi, but she was to go only as far 
as Cape Maysi and thence across to Port 
Antonio. 


ARMED READY FOR THE FRAY 


Whites and Blacks Prepared To Begin 
Shooting on Sight, 


NEGROES ARE DRILLING EVERY NIGHT 


Republicans Will Disobey Russell in 
Wilmington and Precipitate a 
Battle to the End. 


Wilmington, N. C., October 31.—(Special.) 
Governor Russell’s action in promising the 
white people that the republican party 
would not issue a ticket in the county if 
two candidates on the white ticket for the 
legislature were withdrawn and any two 
others selected in their stead has deeply 
incensed the negroes. They threaten ven- 
geance against him for his dictatofal at- 
titude and declare they will issue a ticket 
anyhow. 

The two candidates objected to by Ruseell 
have openly denounced the governor and 
declare their intention to offer resolutions 
of impeachment if elected. 

If the negroes put out a ticket, is is now 
believed, a conflict is Inevitabie. 

Every ward, precinct and block in the 
city is thoroughly organized by bofh whites 
and blacks. 

The white people have formed red shirt 
companies, some of. whom are mounted. 
Several meetings are held every night and 
each red shirt attends armed. Places of 
refuge have been slected for women and 
children and signals or danger to them to 
move will be given by ringing the church 
bells. 

The negroes have no scruples in giv- 
ing it out that when the riot begins 
they expect to spare none, but to kill 
from the cradle up. 

They to the woods at night in 
squads to practice drilling, while ‘hundreds

of their women meet in their churches to 
discuss the s‘tuation. 

The negro women say they may be count- 
ed upon to do their part when the crisis 
comes. The business of the city is at a 
standstill and scenes on the streets reminds 
one of a gala week. By a vote of business 
men and citizens generally it was decided 
to suspend all bus'ness and close all stores 
on election day. 

The unexpected arrival of Governor Rus- 
sell this evening caps the clifmax of the 
Mhanged conditions of which the hope 
among conservative people is that Governor 
Russell has heard of the movement of the 
negroes to place a county ticket in the field 
and has come here to suppress it if pos- 
sibie.

breakfast on the car the members of the 
commission called upon Major General 
Wilson at corps headquarters down town, 
Where at 10 o’clock a conference was 
held to map out the work in Lexington. 

Ambulances were summoned from Camp 
Hamilton and the commission started for 
the camp at 1] o’clock. Dr. Conner made 
a thorough inspection of the division hos- 
pital, while General Dodge and Colone! Sex- 
ton made a tour of the regimental camps. 

This consumed most of the day, and re- 
turning to town the commission went into 
session at their rooms. at the Phoenix ho- 
tel and began the hearing of testimony. 

Major General Jameg H. Wilson, now 
ecmmanding the First army corps, was 
the first “witness. “ meneral said he 
was In charge of. th@#fitst division, First 
corps, at Chickamauga park. He left there 
with his command about July ist for Porto 
Rico. At Charleston he was kept some 
two weeks or more, He did not know 
whether it- was on account of a lack of 
transports or what. Here the typhoid fe- 
ver broke out, and’ when he did get off 
he had to leave several cases of it be- 
hind. The disembarkation at Porto Rico, 
he said, took eleven days, when it should 
be accomplished in two. This, he claimed, 
was on account of not havmg = steam 
launches, for which he asked the depart- 
ment in vaing In Porto Rico half of his 
troops were good on the march, but as 
soon as they came to a standstil] sickness 
broke out. 

Speaks Well for Chickamauga. 


General Wilson said he had found the 
government rations good and _ gufficient. 
The most of the sickness among the troops 
was caused by the men eating fruit and 
trash. 

“IT consider Chickamauga Park one of the 
finest camps in the world,” said General 
Wilson. “I never saw its superior unless 
it is Camp Hamilton, at Lexington.” 


Asked if he could make any suggestions, 
the general said he was much tn favor of 
regimental hospitals, which have already 
been recommended and are now being es- 
tablished. His observation has been that 
civilians have made good officers, profi- 
client and obedient to all commands. He 
bel‘eved one of the principal causes of 
sickness among the volunteers was that 
they were unused to camp life the 
climate. 

Captain Charles W. Golden. commissary 
of the Second brigade, Third division, 
First corps, testified that on nearly all oc- 
casions he had found the rations good and 
in sufficient quantity, and that all requist- 
tions made had, he thought, been honored, 
as promptly as possible. He said at one 
time a lot of bacon was found that had 
become infected with maggots, but that as 
soon as it was brought to the attention 
of the authorities it Was promptly con- 
demned. 

Jumps on Chickamauga. 

Lieutenant Colonel Frank D. Baldwin, 
inspector general on Genera] Wilson's 
staff, and who was on General Wade's staff 
at Chickamauga, gave some sensational] 
testimony concerning the conditions there.

ARE WILLING TO DISBAND ARMY.

the Washington authorities, so as to enable 
the latter to develop their programme with- 
out any hinderance. 

The Cubans are also said to be tn favor 
of the disbandment of the insurgent army. 


DOCUMENTS ARE WITHHELD. 


Dreyfus’s Attorneys Are Refused 
Sight of Papers Wanted. 

Paris, October 31.—The criminal section 
of the court of cassation appointed counsel- 
ors today to proceed with a supplimentary 
inquiry into the Dreyfus case and counsel 
for the Dreyfus family went to the min- 
ister of war for the purpose of studying the 
secret documents in the case. 

M. Lockroy, who is still acting as min- 
ister of war pending the instal!lation of his 
successor, M. DeF reycinet. raised difficulties 
about delivering the documents and only 
allowed counsel to inspect certain of them. 


THEY WILL NOT GO TO SYRIA. 


Emperor and Empress of Germany 
May Curtail Their Visit. 
Jerusalem, Octcber 31.—The emperor and 
empress of Germany are curtailing their 
visit to the Holy Land. They have aban- 
doned their trip to Jericho, owing to the 
European complications, and it is also be-’ 

lieved they will not go to Syria. 


SECOND GEORGIA JOINS LE 


Regiment When Ready for Service Will

WILL TAKE PLACE OF MISSOURIANS 


War Department Will Issue an Entire 
New Outfit When Notified That 
the Command Is Organized. 


Washington, October 31.—(Special.)—The 
Second Georgia is, according to present 
arrangements, to be attached to the Sev- 
enth eorps, and is to go to Cuba. As soon 
as the regiment is fully organized under 
the new dispensation, it will be ordered to 
fill a vacancy in the Seventh corps. 

This subject was discussed at the war 
department today, and there is a disposi- 
tion to give the Georgtans every reasonable 
advantage in carrying out the promises 
and Assurances given Senator Bacon and 
Colonel Brown. 

One of the Missour! regiments now with 
General Lee’s army ts about to be mus- 
tered out of the service, or is anxious to be 
mustered out, so it is the intention of the 
war department to fill the vacancy thus 
created with the rejuvenated Second Geor- 
gia. 

As soon as the Georgia regiment notifies 
the war department that it ‘!s organized 
and prepared to receive orders, an entire 
new outfit will be supplied to the officers 
and men.

Arranging for Transportation. 


An important conference will be heid at 
partment tomorrow with officials 
representing the various southern railroads. 
The conference is for the purpose of fixing 
definitely upon the rates for the transport 
of troops to the southern camps, and to 
arrange other necessary deails. The war 
department officials are claiming that the 
southern roads are not disposed to do tnt 
sqaure thing in the matcer of rates, and 
some of them are going so far as to say 
that there is danger of the southern camps 
being abol'shed, 

The chances are that all the rough places 
will be smoothed over at tomorrow's con- 
ference. The railroads are disposed to fear 
that some of their number may indulge in 
unfair rate cutting, and it {s the hope that 
tomorrow's meeting may bring about an 
equitable apportionment of the business, 
which wi!l prevent this. 

The announcement yesterday that the 
Seventh corps will sail from Savannah on 
the 3d is a mistake. It is said an order to 
that effect was issued through a misun- 
derstanding. If there was a likelihood of 
an early movement it would probably have 
been delayed because of the condition of 
things which Colonel Waring’s death em- 
phasized. There is no intention to need- 
lessly expose troops to fever dangers, and 
to send them now would be doing that.

‘that it is to be adopted now is due to the 
nymerous measures of extraordinary impor- 
tance that would be dumped upon a single 
committee during the present session if 
the old method should prevail. 

In splitting tne finance committee the 
house will simpty be following in the foot- 
steps of nearly all legislative bodies, The 
cengress of the United States is a good ex- 
ample. Even in the Georgia senate the rule 
is recognized, for President Dodson today 
has the appointment of separate commit- 
tees to consider and pass upon all finan- 
cial leg-siation. The question of raising 
money is necessarily divorced from the 
question of how -best to spend money and 
for years the house finance committee ‘has 
had much more work than it could well at- 
tend to. because of the great number of 
bilis sent to it.

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A BUSY SESSION OF THE HOUSE. 


The Developments of the Day in the 
Lower Branch of General Assembly. 
Immediately after the’ preliminaries of 
the morning session were conciuded Speak- 
er Little announced that the special order 
for the day was the consideration of the 
report of the special committee of the 
house appointed to designate what circuit 
court judges and solicitors were to be 
elected at the present session of the gen- 
eral assembly. Mr. Laing, of Terrell, the 
chairman of this committee, thereupon sub- 
mitted the commitmee’s report in full, 
When the report had been read, Mr. Laing, 
of Terrell, moved its adoption, 
This brought Mr. Hall, of Bibb, to his 
feet.

On be- 
ing recognized yesterday Mr. Hall, of Bibb, 
moved to amend the report by striking out 
that section of the report which called for 
the election of officers of the Atlantic cir- 
cuit. 

Fight Over Atlantic Circuit. 
In support of his motion to amend the 
report Mr. Hall, of Bibb, stated that he 
could find no warrant in the constitution 
and laws of this state for the action which 
the legislature was about to take in pro- 
posing to elect officers for the Atlantic 
circuit. He stgted that this circuit was 
created by an act of the last legislature 
which provided that it was not to go into 
effect until January 1, 1899.

To Let the People Elect. 

Decidedly the most important measure 
introduced in the house yesterday when 
the roll was called for the introduction of 
new matter was the bill offered by Mr. 
Speer, of Sumter, to submit the election of 
railroad commissioners to popular vote. The 
following is the bill: 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of Georgia that section 2185 (719-A) 
of the code of Georgia be amended by 
striking out of said section the following: 

‘““*“There shall be three commiss oners ap- 
pointed by the governor, with the advice 
and consent of the senate, to carry out the 
provisions of this article, of whom one 
shall be of experience in the law, and one 
of experience in railway business. After the 
expiration of the terms of office of the 
cOmmissioners first appointed, the term of 
office of successors shall be six years: but, 
at the first appointment, one commissioner 
shall be appointed for two years, one for 
four years and one for six years.’ 

“To substitute in Meu thereof the follow- 
ing: “There shall be three railroad commis- 
sioners elected by the people at the same 
time that the governor is elected and under 
the same rules and regulations, to carry out 
the provisions of this article. The first elec- 
tion under this act shall occur at the state 
election in 1900, at which time three com- 
missioners shal] be elected, one for a term 
of two years, one for a term of four years, 
and one for a term of six years.’ 

“Sec, 2. Be it further enacted, That the 
successor to the nrailrvad commissioner 
whose term of office expires October 14, 
1899, shall be appointed by the governor, 
under the provisions of this act, to hold ‘his 
office until his successor is elected by the 
people at the genera! election in 1900. 

“Be it further enacted, That all laws, and 
parts of laws, in conflict with this act be, 
dnd the same are hereby repealed.”

BIG PORK PACKEEK CAUGHT BY A 
| NEW COMBINE. 
Short Ribs Were a Drag Saturday at 
$5.30, but Yesterday They Wen 


Chicago, October 71.—P. D. Armour gave 
up a snug sum today as the result of a 
little squeeze in October short ribs, if the 
gossips on ‘change know whereof they 
speak. It was the last day of the October 
delivery and ribs, which could have been 
bought with comparative ease on Saturday 
at $5.30 a hundred pounds and on Friday 
as low ag $5.21%, were apparently scarce 
with the price soaring up toward $7. The 
price was only stopped at $6.75 by private 
settlement of about 3,000,000 pounds. There 
is no telling where the deal would have 
gone ‘had the people running it pushed it 
to extremes.

RAILWAY MAIL SERVICE REPORT 


Superintendent Recounts the Work for 
the Year Now Closing. 

Washington, October 31.—The annual re- 
port of the superintendent of the railway 
mail service shows that at the close of the 
year there were 8.780 clerks employed and 
the grand total of miles traveled in the ser- 
vice was 285,565,343. P 

The general superintendent deplores the 
fact that the number of casualties last 
year exceeded the record of any previous 
year, though the number of fatulities was 
not so great. There were 597 casualties, in 
Which seven clerks were killed, thirty-four 
seriously injured and 146 slightly injured. 
[It is urged that some provision be made by 
congress for the relief of the families of 
clerks killed while on duty, and for the 
creation of a railway mail service relief 
fund for the benefit of clerks. permanently 
disabled or injured in the line of duty. 

The wisdom ef appointing a number of 
assistant superintendents to inspect star, 
steamboat and mail messenger routes and 
screen wagon service, supervise the weigh- 
ing of mails, etc., it.is sald, has been made 
evident by the result of their work during 
the year. 

An innovation is proposed in the way of 
establishing postal stations in railroad de- 
pots. 

It is estimated that $8,872,118 will be re- 
quired for salaries of railway postal clerks 
for the year ending June 30, lw, and 
$4,204,500 for railway postoffice cars exclu- 
sive of subsidized lines.

When Generals Compton and McKee were 
informed of this they seemed to think that 
there was plenty of room without the site. 
Colonel Biddle, the chief engineer of the, 
corps, returned ‘here last night, however, 
and said that the gite of land owned 
by Mr. Corbin was the best place around 
the city and for that reason he had rec- 
ommended the cmap. He said that he could 
not recommend the other place as a camp, 
as he did not think that there was room 
enc':rh for the five regiments to camp. 

General Compton now agrees with him in 
this and says that unless the property 
owners provide some site for the camp 
the soldiers wil) not be brought to Ma- 
con, 

Another inspect:on of the site w@s made 
this morning, but the officers have not yet 
reached any decision. It is thought that 
the mayor will see the property owners 
around the city and will offer the govern- 
ment another site, for it now looKs as if 
the troops won't be brought here unless 
a camp site is secured for them at once. 

Colonel Biddle is just from Americus and 
Albany, and he says that the lands around 
those cities are fine places for a camp 
and says that the troops would be better 
satisfie@ at either of the places, where 
they will have plenty of room, rather 
than be cramped up here. It is thought, 
however, that other sites will be offered 
them and thac the trovps will come. 

General Sanger arrived ‘here today on a 
special train from Americus. He is mak- 
ing a tour of inspection all over the coun- 
try. He remained here about six hours, 
and in company with Colonel Biddle he 
inspected the camp site, which ts claimed 
to be too small.

Then in Sight of His Pleading Wife, 
His Scourgers Fire the 
Residence. 


Greenville, S. C., Octoebr 31.—(Special.)— 
Saturday night Tench Styles, Bob Styles 
and Gus Styles, young white men, an’! 
Manuel Brown, colored, beat Jordan Hol- 
combe with a buggy trace and burned 
down the hhouse Holcombe lived in. 

Holcombe, a young white man, and his 
wife were living on the place of Young P. 
Styles, the boys’ father, in the Sandy Fiat 
section. Saturday evening the Styles boys 
sent word by Charles Walker for Holcombe 
to go with them, presumably to carry a 
load of contraband whisky. Later Bob 
Styles came himséif, but Holcombe refused 
to go. About 9 o'clock, when Holcombe and 
his wife were in bed, the four men broke 
down the door and rushed in the house and 
took Holcombe out doors and gave him 
about thirty licks with a buggy trace. 
Tench and the negro held him while Bob 
appli the lash. 

Mrs. Holcombe, in her. night cCiothes, 
stood by begging them to stop, but they 
cursed and said: “The next time we send 
for you, you will go.” 

After beating Holcombe and firing their 
weapons the Styles crowd went in the 
house and Holcombe, shivering not far off, 
saw by the bright fire light Bob Styles 
take a burning board from the fire and 
throw it on the bed. 

The house Was soon in flames and was 
quickly consumed. The two outcasts went 
to Mrs. Holcombe’s father’s, a mile off, and 
spent the night. The woman, a mere girl, 
is in a delicate condition and the excite- 
ment may be serious. Holcombe came to 
town yesterday and swore out warrants 
charging the Styles boys and Brown with 
arson, the penalty for which is death. They 
were arrested today and Magistrate Hodges 
held a preliminary hearing and sent the 
case up to court. 

A few years ago Tench Styles shot and 
killed Charley Pearson near his home. He 
Was acquitted. Tench and Bob are now on 
bond for a desperate assault on Powers 
Walker at the Hote: Altamont. They have 
been implicated in numerous whisky trans- 
actions and were said to be drunk Saturday 
night. Senator Dean has been engaged to 
represent them and the defense will prob- 
ably allege that a log fell out of the fire and 
Set the house ablaze. As yet no case for 
the assault has been made. 

Yesterday afternoon Doc Moses. colored 
fourteen years old, was shot in the breast 
and killed by Walt Davis, a colored boy, 
who has been in numerous scrapes less 
serious.

STATE IS TAKING STOCK. 


An Inventory Is ace of the 
Equipment in State oratory. 
The work of making an inventory of the 
property in the state chemist's department 
was begun jyesterday morning. Colone! 
Stevens, the new commissioner of agri- 
culture, designated Professor Hutchinson 
to represent the state, and Dr. George F. 

Payne was there to represent himself. 

The work was sidw because every bottle 
was counted, and its contents were esti- 
mated; every foot of rubber tubing was 
measured, and even the corks were counted. 

The most expensive part of the laboratory 
equipment is the platinum. There was one 
little dish made of platinum which would 
hold about a‘pint. It looked very much 
like tin, and seemed of small value. It 
was worth $75. Platinum is invaluable in 
the laboratory, because it resists heat and 
acids so well. 

Professor McCandless will take charge 
of the laboratory today, but the inventory 
will not be completed before tomorrow 
night. 

Inasmuch as the legislature appropriated 
$3,400 in 1891 to compensate Dr. Payne for 
the laboratory which he brought from Ma- 
con and turned over to the state, it is not 
known on what he will base a claim for 
the outfit in the chemical department now.

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A Talk with Ourselves. 

There appeared in The Constitution of 
Sunday morning two articles whicn 
suggest the advisability of a taik with 
ourselves. 

It is always well for the people of the 
state as well as the members of a family 
to get together and have a friendly con- 
versation over the condition of affairs. 
If they be awry, what is the reason for 
it, and if there be room for hope, how 
can we best enter into it? It is in this 
‘ spirit, no doubt, that many of the read- 

ers of The Constitution read the two ar- 
ticles referred to, the first of which put 
us on notice of the possibilities which 
we have within our grasp, and the sec- 
ond of which gave us some object les- 
sons as to how we might utilize those 
advantages. 

The first article referred to was a 
dispatch from ex-Governor W. J. Nor- 
then, as follows: 

Omaha, Neb., October 29.—(Special.)— 
Georgia continues to win victories on this 
conspicuous field of contest. With $7,700 we 
come into the mineral, mining and stone 
section of the union and win a gold medal 
On building stones; a gold medal on alumi- 
num ore and products; a silver medal on 
minor minerals; bronze medal on clays; 
another on manganese and iron, and an- 
other on gold ores. We are also in the 
great grain section and have won a silver 
medal on grain, grasses and cotton. In 
this great contest of states we have won 
the gold medal on state exhibits. We are 
near through, yet will wire you again 
what could have been possible if we had 
come with only half the money expended 
by any other state. With $3,000 in building 
and $450 for ground space, we had only 
$4,100 for our show. 

It must have been somewhat of a sur- 
prise to the people of this state, who 
have been jogging along in their usual 
easy way, to learn that Georgia had 
entered a contest a thousand miles away, 
where she met rivals accustomed to suc- 
eess and from whom she won such evi- 
dences of her own resources and capa- 
bility. The quiet work which ex-Gov- 
ernor Northen has been carrying on has 
grown to gigantic proportions. The 
fact that a southern’ state could 
enter into the competition of states in 
the Omaha exposition and carry away 
prizes for Minerals and stones would 
have been glory enough, but when to 
that is added the fact that going into 
the midst of the great rain states of 
the northwest, we took the medals for 
grains and grasses, must bea revelation 
to those who were under the impression 
that our resources were limited, and 
that our agricultural capabilities were 
confined to the raising of cotton, supple- 
mented by a little rice in the southern 
part of the state. 

Yet the victory which ex-Governor Nor- 
then has won at Omaha is one which 
should have been anticipated. Here we 
have a state. compact in size, growing 
up from the water’s edge into the high- 
lands and finally up to an altitude of 
3,000 feet, an area which possesses al- 
most every variety of climate and 
the soil of which produces, with 
equal luxuriance, almost every crop 
known to agriculture. Within her 
mountains lie locked up treasures of 
gold, iron and coal, while her marble 
resources are soO illimitable that they 
have taken charge of the market. All 
over the state, from the grassy plains of 
Greene to the wiregrass of south Geor- 
gia, into the grain flelds of Floyd and 
back to those rich acres of Coweta, 
where wheat contends with cetton for 
the supremacy, we have a territory in- 
dependent in resources, capable, were 
a high wall built around the state, of 
supporting many times the number of 
its inhabitants in the greatest variety 
and abundance. The fact is, that no- 
where else in the world exists an equal 
area of ground possessing such varied 
resources which grow from seashore to 
mountain top, as may be found here in 
Georgia. | 

If it happens that in the past cotton 
culture was permitted to take the lead- 
ing role, it was because of the tendency 

.of people to fall into ruts from which it 
is sometimes difficult to dislodge them. 
The colony of Georgia was established 
as a home for poor emigrants who, com- 
ing here, had to dig from the earth ar 
ticles of food and drink. Along down 
to the period of the late war, corn and 
wheat were grown almost in every part 
of the state, and the people were entire- 
ly gelf-supporting, so much so that in 
the celebrated debate in congress in 1859 
between Hon. Alexander H. Stephens, 


* 


of Georgia, and Hon. James Campbell, 
of Ohio, Mr. Stephens successfully 
proved that in the home products Geor- 
gia exceeded Ohio. These facts, which 
have been passed over owing to reasons 
which may hereafter be adverted to, are 
well recalled by Georgia’s triumph in 
Omaha, where she has held her own with 
Pennsylvania in coal and iron, with 
Illinois in corn and wheat, and with 
Kentucky and the other cattle-raising 
states in the grasses. 

This development of our possibilities 
brings up the second article to which 
we have alluded in which Colonel W. 
A. Hemphill tells of his visit to Provi- 
dence, R. I. In that interview Colonel 
Hemphill shows how manufactures have 
built up the Rhode Island metropolis 
until her sons are wealthy, and pros- 
parity reigns on every side. In that city 
he found acres of ground covered by 
single establishments, with an _ enor- 
mous banking capital, with savings 
banks which are the result of well-paid 
workmen, and with high wages ruling 
because there was profitable employment 
for every hand. It was but the difference 
between skill and ignorance which 
has produced this wonderful result. 
Hand work, engine work, brain work, 
everything which develops human in- 
genuity and gives employment to human 
hands, gave evidence of what may be 
done when common sense directs the 
movement and industry is the permeat- 
ing power. ; 

Not only has the benefit of manufac- 
turing inured to the proprietors and to 
the employees, but going farther, it has 
enhanced the value of real estate, ex- 
tending as far out into the country as 
their influence reaches. Wherever there 
is a shop employing 100 men, 100 homes 
are needed. which must gladden the 
hearts of 100 landlords. Again, the fam- 
ilies of these employees must eat and 
drink, so that prosperity spreads out 
to the cabbage grower, to the wheat 
“grower, to the butcher, to the milkman 
and to every one who is engaged in 
supplying the wants of his fellow man. 

Here, then, is Atlanta—and when we 
say Atlanta we speak as well for the 
other cities of Georgia—situated in a 


vantage, offering every inducement to 
the investment of capital and furnish- 
ing the center of a large and growing 
population, which has only to reach out 
for the agents of prosperity. We should 
build up a strong sentiment for local 
manufactures, and by letting the world 
know what we have to offer in the way 
of raw material, our accessibility to the 
markets of the world, the natural con- 
ditons which we have to enhance the 
artificial, there is no reason why we 
should not achieve success. 

We have the resources; the profit lies 
in the multiplicity.of manufactures; we 
have but to unite them to bring about 
wonderful results. Will the people of 
Atlanta—of Georgia—awake to the facts 
and set the ball of progress in motion? 


Illinois’ New Assessment Law. 

Illinois is now putting in force a new 
assessment law, which might furnish 
some ideas to other states. 

The Chicago Chronicle summarizes the 
, features of this new law thus: 

The assessors shall make their first as- 
sessment of property in 1899 and shall make 
a new assessment every four years there- 
after The present rules designating what 
property shall be assessed are continued, 
Iivery person must make, sign and swear 
to @ schedule of his property. If such a 
schedule is ref provided the assessors shall 
value the property and shall add 58 per 
cent to the amount ag a penalty. They 
shall revise the assessment each year. The 
chief peculiarity of the law is that it re- 
quires the assessment to be made in double 
columns on the rolls. Tne first eolumn 
shall contain the fuil valuation of property 
—the price that it would bring at a fair 
voluntary sale. The second column shall 
coatain one-fifth of this amount, which 
“shall be the assessed value for all pur- 
poses of taxation, limitation of taxation 
aud limitation of indebtedness prescribed 
in th: censtitution or any statute.”’ 

-It will be noticed that this law pro- 
vides for a uniform assessment for pur- 
‘poses of taxation, subordinate to tne 
real value in market. ‘The assessors 
are not permitted to make reckless and 
arbitrary valuations and changes for 
the purpose of raising emergency taxes, 
but must first arrive at a uniform, hon- 
est valuation of all real estate. That 
done, this market value is to be uni- 
formly scaled on a percentage basis, 
and the result so arrived at must stand 
for four years. 

The constitution of Georgia provides 
for a limitation of municipal indebted- 
ness, but\its purpose is defeated bv the 
pliability \of assessors, who, getting the 
cue from \those in authority, affix ar- 
bitrary assessments, not only up to the 
full possible market value. but often 
beyond it. The only appeal of the tax- 
payer lies in the city council on whose 
wink the arbitrary assessment was 
made, and thus he finds himself with- 
out recourse. The assessors are too of- 
ten men without ability, whose only in- 
terest in the community is the salary 
they draw from it, and who are, conse- 
quently, .unfit to feel for the men who 
have the bills to meet. 

Under the Illinois law there would be 
a necessary curb placed upon those non- 
property-owing assessors, but quadren- 
nially the whole question would be gone 
over, under the scrutiny of the whole 
people, who would hold assessors within 
bounds. As it is in Georgia. any kick 
made would be merely individual, and 
would avail nothin 


Words To Be Remembered. 

In Governor Candler’s admirable in- 
augural occur the following words, 
which should be kept well in mind by 
the legislators: 

The burden of taxation. though less in 
Georgia than in some of the other states, 
already as great as our people ought 
to be required to bear; and the rate should, 
if possible, be lowered, but under no cir- 
cumstances should it be allowed to go 
higher. 

The seriousness of the tax problem, 
however, is not one which can be fully 
estimated without taking into account 
the impositions of county and municipal! 
bodies as well. Heavy as the tax rate 
is stated by Governor Candler to be, it 
might still be bearable if the county and 
municipal authorities did not only du- 
plicate but often surpass it. When it 
is remembered that the men interested in 
the building up of the salary list have 
made city governments more expensive 
than that of the gtate itself, and that 
the smaller town governments have 
kept up the proportion, it will be seen 
that the people are suffering from a 


£. 
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commonwealth possessed of every ad-, 


: multiplication of exactions which de 
stroy the income value of their prop- 
erty possessions. . 

The subject of taxation needs a thor- 
ough overhauling in order that the 
people may. be aroused to the local 
leaks which so often surpass those of 
the state. Large as are the tax rates 
of the various cities, even they do 
not cover the actual expense, for the 
city taxpayer who has to pay in round 
numbers $15 on the $1,000 to the state 
and county, has to duplicate it to the 
city, and in addition he is charged up 
with a sanitary tax to the rate of $1 
to each $1,000, besides being charged 
up with street and other improvements 
which come against him in the nature 
of assessments. Tor him there is neith- 
er diminution in the number of calls 
nor in the amounts demanded. 

An investigation of the whole ques- 
tion as a matter of information to the 
state would have the effect of stirring 
up public opinion and bringing about 
some unity of action. The tax imposer 
has had his way too long, and it is now 
time to consider the complaint of the 
taxpayer. 
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Our System of Registration. 

The announcement sent out from Can- 
ton that the president has been regis- 
tered by affidavit calls attention to a 
defect in the registration law of Geor- 
gia which it would be well for the leg- 
islature at its present session to correct. 

Under the present law, persons 
compelled to be out of the state 
during the time when registration is 
proceeding find themselves deprived of 
their votes, even though they are in 
every way eligible. It is pointed out 
that there are, for instance, a number 
of Georgians holding official positions 
at Washington who would like to come 
here to vote at the most important elec- 
tions but who are unable to do so be- 
cause it would necessitate two trips to 
Georgia and that this would, outside of 
the matter of expense involved, be im- 
possible. 

If it were possible for those absent 
from the state to be pegistered by affi- 
davit, as is done in the Ohio case, they 
might be able to afford the expense and 
the time of a trip home to vote. But 
the present method acts as a virtual] dis- 
franchisement. 

Every man who is entitled to a vote 
should have the opportunity to cast it 
if he desires. It ghould be the design 
of the law to give him every/ possible 
facility for registration, and it seems 
to us that the plan which works well in 
Ohio and other states may be adopted 
with profit here in Georgia. Ina general 
sense, the registration law is all right. 
It works well because it furnishes few 
hardships; but if its provisions deprive 
any considerable number of men other- 
wise eligible of their votes, it should be 
so amended as to correct the defects. 


Bonds and Expansion. 

The suggestion thrown out by the ad- 
ministration that in return for the Phil- 
ippines this government will relieve 
Spain of a certain portion of its bonded 
indebtedness—presumably a paltry $40,- 
000,000—is highly interesting, to say 
the least of it. That before the end of 
the negotiations was reached the trail 
of the bond-serpent would make itself 
manifest has from the first been con- 
tended by many close observers, and it 
certainly looks as if these persons are 
now in a position to call attention to 
their prophecies. 

The question whether the Philippines 
are worth‘the price will naturally force 
itself to the front and it is not unlikely 
that many of those who have been wav- 
ering as to what is the best policy for 
this government to pursue in the dispo- 
sition of the Philippine problem, will 
take a stand against an expansion which 
carries with it a forty million expend- 
itfre as a primary outlay. 

So much for the question of the sum 
involved. But as the proposition comes 
to us, there are other and more serious 
phases to be considered—phases which 
are likely to make vastly greater im- 
pression upon public sentiment than the 
amount of money which it seems to be 
proposed to pay. 

Is it to be, or is it not. the payment 
or the assumption of the so-called Phil- 
ippine bonds of 1896? The proposition 
that has been sent out as the administra- 
tion plan iuvolves just that. Perhaps 
it is true, as suggested, that tit is a ten- 
tative proposition made for the purpose 
of testing the sentiment of the people 
of the country, and the administration 
plan has not been definitely determined. 
If this is the situation, President McKin- 
ley need waste little time in making 
up his mind against the bond idea. 

There can be no possible doubt about 
the sentiment of the American people. 
However much they may favor expan- 
sion in the abstract. however Ifttle for- 
ty millions of dollars may seem in com- 
parison with the benefits to be attained 
through the annexation of the Philip- 
pines, it is certain that they will pro- 
test against any scheme to put forty 
millions, or any part of it, in the pock- 
ets of a lot of fellows who may or may 
mot have got their Philippine tip from 
Washington. 

That is exactly what the bond end of 
this proposition means. Spain would 
not be benefited at all by any such 
schemes. In the multitude of her in- 
debtedness this forty millions is not 
worth considering. If the purpose 
of the administration is, as has been 
said. to help Spain, there is but one 
honest way to do it. That is by the pay- 
ment into the Spanish treasury of any 
money that is to be paid.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


A prominent New ‘York journal pro- 
rounds this question: “Did John Bull 
.give the Tinited States the first intimation 
of Cervera’s presence in Santiago har- 
bor?” Acc¢crding to the same authority, 
neither Schley or Sampson are entitled to 
this distinction. Mr. J. F. Whitney, tte 
head of a wealthy shipping firm of New 
York, states that at the outbreak of hwus- 
tilities between this government and Spain, 
his coneern hastened to place their t1um- 
erous yessels uncer the protection of the 
British government by fiyinz the unton 
jack, past experience having proven to 
their complete satisfaction, that that gov- 
ernment resented idignities to its ensign 
more promptly ard effectually than any 
other nation in the world. The masters 
of these same vessels, which 


penetrated 
into every port of importance in the West 
Incies, had rare opportunities for observa- 
tion and for &cquiring information con- 
fined by rights to the charmed circles cf 
the ciplomatic corps. Mr. Whitney asserts 
on ‘nformaticn from one of his employees, 
that the late F. W. Ramsden, the British 
cunsu! at Santiago, immediately on the 
arrival] of the Cervera squadron at that 
city cabled the news to London. The fact 
of the arrival was communicated to the 
ambassador at Washington, @nd that in- 
dividual straightway paid a visit to the 
president. He did not commit himself di- 
rectly, Mr. Whitney says, but in the 
course of conversation, let drop the sig- 


| nificant remark: 


“So Cervera is at San- 
tiago.”’ In deference to diplomatic usage 
no questions were asked him, and in fact 
the government gleaned ali it needed from 
his terse hint. The presumption is that 
on the strength of this information, new 
orders were issued to Sampson and Schley 
and the net spread which finally entangled 
the Spanish admiral. It may be that as 
time progresses we will discover yet heav- 
ler obligations than this to the friendship 
of Great Britain. 


The fact that the somber cloud of war 
is at present hovering over all the import- 
ant countries of Europe, lends interest to 
a review of their respective military 
Strength.

In case of 
urgent necessity the “Little Father’’ could 
throw 9,000. 000 trained soldiers into the field 
at short notice. Next in power is France, 
with a stancing army of 589,00 strong. It 
has the same war footing as that pussessed 
by it big northern neighbor, but its utmost 
strength in trained troops is only 4,370,000. 
The Getiman army numberg 585,000 in times 
of peace. War would bring it to. 2,250,000, 
and the calling out of the reserves to 
4,300,000. Austria-Hungary has a peace 
force of 265,000 men, with a war footing of 
2,500,000, and its utmcst strength estimated 
at 4,000,000. In Italy opposition to high 
taxes is so dangerously bitter that, it has 
a standing army of but 174,000 men, which 
its reserve force would augment to 2,220,- 
000. Great Britain’s standing army con- 
Sists of but 220,000 and its entire reserve 
force only 720,000.

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THE CONFERENCE BETWEEN THE 
committees of council and the railroad offi- 
Ccials at the city hall at 3 o’clock this after- 
noon may not result in a definite solution 
of the depot problem. 

Chairman E. C. Peters, 
committee, received a dispateh from Gen- 
eral Maflager Scott, of the Georgia road, 
yesterday stating that President Thomas, 
of the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railroad, could not be present on account 
of having been called to Washington, and 
requested a postponement of the conference. 

Chairman Peters stated yesterday that 
the meeting would be held this afternoon, 
and that if the railroad men were not pres- 
ent a resolution would probably De passed 
against the closing of Pryor street. 

It is probable that General Manager Scott 
and State Attorney Wimbish will be pres- 
ent, but as the Western and Atlantic plays 
a leading role in this situation, it is not 
likely an agreement will be reached without 
a conference with President ‘‘nomas. 

In event council adopts the resolution 
against the closing of Pryor street it will 
be necessary for the railroads to make an- 
other proposition. A decision must beé 
reached in the next few days, because the 
roads were only given thirty days by the 
state rallroad commission in which to agree 
on some plan to furnish adequate terminal 
facilities for Atlanta. 

Granting that the rallroads have deter- 
mined to erect a union passenger depot 
somewhere in the center of the city, there 
now seem to be only two locations that 
will be considered by council at all. One is 
to erect the shed from Pryor street east 
across Loyd to a point on the property of 
the Georgia railroad, closing Loyd street, 
with a subway for vehicles; the other is 
to erect it west of Forsyth street, fronting 
on: Forsyth and Alabama streets. 

Councilmen, as well as a large number 
of citizens who have given the matter con- 
siderable thought, favor one of these loca- 
tions. The site from Loyd to. Whitehall, 
closing Pryor street, now seems practically 
out of the question. 

Advantages in Both Sites. 

A magnificent union depot could be built 
on either site. It is pointed out that Loyd 
street is not so popular with vehicles and 
pedestrians as Pryor street and _ traffic 
would not be materially injured by closing 
it. Besides a subway sufficiently large for 
vehicles could be constructed under the de- 
pot at this point. Loyd street only runs 
something over a block north beyond the 
depot, ending at Decatur street. 

It is thought the objection of the state to 
the sufrender of the present lease when 
the new depot would cover property of the 
Georgia railroad might be withdrawn when 
it is shown that the depot proper—the main 
building, containing the offices, waltting 
rooms, etc., would be on the property of the 
state and only a portion of the shed on the 
property of the Georgia road. 

Council does not seem to be so averse to 
the closing of Loyd street and several 
councilmen are outspoken in their belief 
that this is the best location for the un‘on 
depot. 

The Forsyth street site 
vantages which are pointed out by those 
favoring this location. The block fronting 
Forsyth and Alabama streets next to the 
railroad known as the Cunningham prop- 
erty would have to be purchased and this 
would give plenty of room for a magnificent 
new depot of proportions sufficient to ac- 
commodate the needs of the traveling pub- 
lic at present and for many years to come. 
This site was suggested by City Engineer 
Clayton two years ago and is now heartily 
indorsed by President Egan, of the Central

One of the main advantages of the For- 
syth street site is that it would materially

With this travel cut off from the west by 
emering a depot at Forsyth street, the 
traffic from the east, it is thought, would 
not materially hinder the public use of the 
Whitehall and Pryor street crossings as at 
present. 
Mr. Morgan Favors Forsyth Street. 

Mr. T. H. Morgan, of whe firm of Bruce 
&@Morgan and one of the most prominent 
architects in the city, favors the Forsyth 
street site for a depot and suggests that 
the city purchase the present depot site for 
a city hall and that the state use the pur- 
chase money for buying the Cunningham 
block or the property necessary for the 
erection of a depot in this locality. 

When seen yesterday Mr. Morgan had the 
following to say concerning his plan: 

“The discussion of the union depot prob- 
lem during the past few weeks has greatly 
interested us, as I am sure it has every 
thoughtful citizen. The solution of the 
matter, at this time, must necessarily be 
permanent, and-past expérience and good 
judgment dictates that a site should be 
selected convenient to the center of the 
city and of sufficient size to accommodate 
not only the roads entering the city today, 
but also the additional roads our geograph- 
ical location and future growth warrant 
us in believing will enter here, 

“Bearing in mind the present necessities 
and future requirements of a union depot, 
I have been greatly impressed with the 
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could be two very large general waiting 
rooms, one on the ground floor, level with 
the trains, and one on a level with For- 
syth street bridge. There could also be an 
entran¢e on Alabama street, Thus one can 
see with what ease a large crowd can 
be handled. They can leave through the 
ground floor waiting room, taking car- 
riages or street cars to any part of the city, 
or they can go up a broad, easy stairway 
to the general waiting room on the bridge 
level an@ there take the street cars, or 
they can go direct into Alabama street 
from the train promenade or ‘midway,’ 
and not be obliged to enter the depot 
proper. By these two levels a magnificent 
depot can be planned, equal to any city, 
conveniently separating whites from blacks 
ard providing every necessity and at the 
Same time give office space required, 

This would then leave Whitehall street, 
Pryor street and Loyd street open, beauti- 
ful thoroughfares, the central business 
streets of the city. Certain portions of 
these streets-are not developing as much 
as they should owing to the dangers of 
the present grade crossings possibly, and 
what the result will ve with them practi- 
cally closed seems sure. 

“This aqvestion should be entered upon 
in a broad-minded way. Neither the state, 
the city nor the railroad companies should 
endeavor to see which could drive the 
closest bargain. All three are dependent 
upon each other, and in equity there should 
be mutual help and concessions. The state 
gets $35,000 a month as rent for her railroad 
property. It is safe to assume that with 
Atlanta a smaller city or not here at all 


this monthly income would be considera- 


bly less. The other railroad companies 
have also certain rights that must be 
recognized, and yet the present size and 
future growth of the city Is of value to 
the companies. The city owes to her pres- 
ent and future citizens the obligation to 
guard each mterest and to treat all alike 
in fairness and justice. 

“Now, entering upon the question with 
a full understanding of mutual concession, 
I think the city should purchase from the 
state the present depot site for city hall 
purposes, not at its full assessed value, but 
with due regard for each other’s rights 
and privileges. With this money the state 
could purchase the ground necessary for 
the terminal station on Forsyth and Ala- 
bama streets, and rent the ground to a 
terminal company. 

‘*"The railroad companies would be placed 
to certain expense to reach the terminal 
tracks, some more an@ some less, but 
this is a concession due the city. 

“An earnest, careful investigation of the 
site on Forsyth and Alabama streets will 
solve the problem, insure a terminal sta- 
tion second to none in the United States, 
preserve the symmetrical appearance of

The 
other features of the programme will be 
decided on either at the mass meeting to- 
morrow or by committees to be appointed 
for the purpose. : 

It is announced that at the mass meet- 
ing Wednesday morning no subscriptions 
will be asked and the meeting will be de- 
voted exclusively to the discussion of the 
jubilee and a consideration of the ways 
and means of holding it. 

The members of the committee -that 
went to Washington to see the president 
will be present tomorrow morning and 
will tell of their visit to the president.

The members of the finance and electric 
and other railway committees to which was 
referred the depot matter, are against the 
closing of Pryor street. Their views on the 
situation follow: 

CHAIRMAN PETERS—‘“I am opposed to 
the closing of Pryor street. The city ought 
not to agree to any proposition unless the 
grade crossings in the center of town are 
protected. In my opinion the depot should 
be erected either at Mitchell street or at 
Forsyth street, as President Egan, of the 
Central suggests. This would largely de- 
crease the danger and inconvenience of the 
central crossings. I do not think the re- 
moval of the depot from the present site 
or from the center of the city would injure 
property in this vicinity. I own property 
at the corner of Peachtree and Wall streets, 
and I think it would be materially bene- 
fited if the depot was not where it. is. 
There is entirely too much smoke, noise, 
danger and trouble at the grade crossings.”’ 

MR, FRANK P. RICE—“The place for 
the new depot is the Forsyth street site. 
Buy the Cunningham property and let the 
Station front on Forsyth and Alabama 
streets. If the owners refuse to sell, then 
it can be condemned. There is no better 
location in Atlanta.” 

COLONEL W., S. THOMSON—‘“I do not 
know where the depot ought to be located. 
I am against the closing of Pryor street. 
I think from Broad street west to and be- 
yond Forsyth street would be a good site.’”’ 

MR. JAMES G. WOODWAKD—"I favor 
the Loyd street site and am _ decidedly 
against the closing of Pryor street. The 
city should encourage the roads in their 
efforts to build a depot, and should be 
willing to make some concessions. The 
closing of Loyd street would, I chink, be a 
right step in this direction,”’ 

M. T. LAHATTE—“I am against the clos- 
ing of Pryor street.

nding the Second Georgia regiment, was 
expected in Atlanta yesterday, but he was 
delayed in Washington, where he has been 
for some Gays in the interest of the 
Second Georgia, and did not return yes- 
terday. He will come either today or to- 
morrow, as his presence is necessary in 
the preparation for the mustering out of 
the men who wish to leave the regi- 
ment. 

According to the new order from the war 
department issucd last week, the Seconda 
Ceorgia regiment is to be retained in ser- 
Vice, while all troops who wish to, leave 
the ranks will he given an opportunity 
to do so ind their places taken by men 
from the First Georgia. 

It is not known yet the number of sol- 
diers in the Second Georgia who will desire 
to be mustered out, for until the regiment 
reagsembles the last part of this week 
there will be no way of ascertaining the 
intentions of the different men. The strong 
probab.|l.ty, however, is that the large ma- 
jority of the troops will prefer to stay in 
the service, especially after they have had 
a rest of thirty days. 

How Mustering Out Will Be Done. 

be process of Mustering out troops from 
the service of the government is a simple 
and interesting one and will doubtiess be 
Witaessed by a large crowd of Atlantians 
in the case of the Second Georgia. 

The troops are first ordered to a point 
Qcsigni.ted as the muster:ng out point, 
where they are given furloughs lasting 
thirty diys, Guring which time their pay 
continues as though they were in active 
Service. At the expiration of the thirty 
days’ leave the actual process of dismissing 
them takes piace 

in the case of the Second Georgia, from 
which the men who to leave will 
be mustered out on the 4th of this month, 
the troops will be mustered out on detach- 
ment roljll—that is, rolls containing only 
the names of such men desire to “be 
mustered out, and the physicui examination 
is confined te them. 

The first act in the process is a physical 
exam.nation given to each man in the 
regiment by a competent army surgeon. 
The examination is similar to the one * 
«‘ven the troons when they are enlisted 
in ths etervice. If it found that, the 
physical condition of the man is perfect, 
it is so recorde] on the muster roll of 
the regiment. in case it is discovered in 
the examination that the soldier’s health 
has been impuired in any way during his 
service Jor the government and it de- 
Veiopes that the disease or other physical 
disability was incurred in the line of duty, 
the fact is recorded on the muster roll 
and the man so examined can obtain a 
pension from the government. 

When it is found what the physical dis- 
ability was the result of the man’s own 
carelessness and not in the line of duty, 
it would then be impossible for him to 
rcceilve the pension. 

The most important part of the muster-- 
ing out to the soldiers is the part played 
by the paymaster, who is always a neces- 
Sary attendant vpon the process. 

Men Are Pai: in Full. 

After the phys'cel examination has been 
compieted each min is given all the salary 
cutuing to him and the troops receive their 
Puy on this occasion just as they do on 
regular pay days. It then ascertained 
the amount of clothing that has been given 
tv each man ‘n the regiment. 

After the deta"! work hus been completed 
the regiment ts drawn up in companies on 
the field and the muster roll containing 
the mane Of each soidier is called to ascer- 
lain if he is present and then the men are 
formally dismissed by their commander. 

The troops of the Furst rgia régi- 
ment, which ig to be inustered out in Ma- 
ean, who desire +o continue in service will 
be transferred Ly descriptive to the 
vacancies in the Second Georgia. Before 
the troops are finally dismissed it is cus- 
tomary for the colonel of the regiment 
to make tne men a farewell address, but 
this feature is often omitted.

Executive Chambers Crowded with People and Adorned with 


Says He Is in No Hurry

rom early yesterday morning until late 
yesterday afternoon the reception room of 
the executive chambers at the capitol were 
crowded with callers waiting for an op- 
portunity to see Governor Allen D, Can- 
dler. A dozen Ghairs were carried in by 
the colored porters from other offices, and 
the benches in the hall were brought into 
use. But even ¢hen many of the visitors 
were compelled to stand up while they 
awaited their turn te be called inside the 
private office, and sometimes there were not 
chairs enough for the ladies. The callers 
formed themselves into little groups and 


strolled about looking at the cards whieh 
were attached to the many handsome bou- 
quets of flowers sent to Colonel Candler by 
his friends, On the handsome center ta- 
ble in the executive chamber stood a mag- 
nificent buneh of chrysanthemums which 
came from Captain and Mrs, Robert J. 
Lowry, and other floral decorations from 
different parts of the state were on exhi- 
bition, 

Governor Candler did not even have time 
to go to his dinner, but had a light lunch 
brought in. Nor was he left alone when 
he ate it, for the stream of visitors did not 
cease to flow for a moment. They were 
mostly candidates for office, ur the friends 
of candidates, but there were also a large 
number of personal and politicaJ friends 
who called to extend thelr congratulations; 
a couple of score of representatives and 
senators who wanted to talk over legisla- 
tive matters, and lots of oUhers, whose 
errands ran the whole gantlet of enter- 
prise—from selling a book to buying the 
governor’s second-hand clothes. But all 
received the same unvarying greeting of 
mingled courtesy and good nature, and all 
were listened to with careful attention, and 
went away without any loss of affection 
or respect for the good little old man they 
had talked to, no matter whether he had 
given them what they asked for or had 
denied their requests. 

During the present session of the Jegisla- 
ture Governor Candler will have the ap- 
pointment of between thirty and forty coun- 
ty judges and solicitors, and it begins to 
look as though there were contests in nine 
out of every ten of these places. For one | 
little solicitorship twenty-two interested 
supporters of the several candidates, by 
actual count, called to see the governor 
yesterday, and as a matter of fact the man 
who gets the position will not be able to 
take the bench for eleven months fRence. 
There are even applicants for offic@ that 
will not be vacant until after Colonel Can- 
dier’s present term expires. The friends 
of Former Congressman Charles F. Crisp, 
of Sumter, are urging him for the office 
of judge of the Sumter county court, al- 
though the appointment will not be made 


until February, 1900, so anxious are they 
to head off the opposition. It is not the 
fault of the candidates or of their friends 
that the races start so long before they 
can finish, but they are forced to begin their 
work early because it has for many years 
been the fashion in Georgia to do so,

The single appointment made by Governor 
Candler yesterday was that of his son, 
Mark A. Candler, as his military secretary. 
The young man is also private secretary, 
and the two positions have for years gone 
together as a matter of convenience to all 
concerned. As military secretary, Mr. Can- 
dier will receive a salary of $100 a year and 
the rank of major in the national guard. 
In the matter of other military appoint- 
ments tthe governor is going very slow. 
The most conspicuous applicants for the 
office of assistant adjutant general to suc- 
ceed Colonel W. G. Obear are Colonel Phil 
G. Byrd, of Rome; Colone] W, E. Hatchet, 
of Houston, who once heid that office; Colo- 
nel Goodioe Yancey, of Athens, and Colonel 
A. M. Foute, of Cartefsville. Captain T, F.

The “Father of the House” this year {Is 
Representative Martin V. Calvin, of Rich- 
mond. As chairman of the committee on 
rules he is practically the leader of the 
minority on the floor, and in the reorgani- 
zation of the house committee, which The 
Constitution has described, he will play a 
prominent part. But few people know how 
long his legislative service has been. He 
entered the house in 1882 and was returned 
until 1894, when he declined a re-election. 
He was thus given twelve consecutive 
years—the longest unbroken -term given 
any man in the state since the war be- 
tween the states. This itself is a great 
distinction, conferred by one of the weal- 
thiest, most intelligent and proudest con- 
stituencies in the state. 

Up to 1888 he was chairman of the com- 
mittee on education and had nota little 
to do with the conservative advancert-nt 
of the cause of public education. In 1888 
he was chosen speaker pro tem. and was 
chairman of the committee on immigra- 
tion. In 1890 he was chairman of the 
committee on banks and made a splendid 
record. In 1892 and 1893 he was chairman 
of the committee on immigration, infusing 
new life into that committee. In 18% he 
was again chairman of the committee on 
immigration. Mr. Calvin has been an ac- 
tive member of the committee on agricul- 
ture for fourteen years, and nearly all 
his long term a member of the committee 
on rules, 

Last session he was prominent on the 
committee on finance and rendered the 
people most excellent service on that im- 
portant committee. He has been most ac- 
tive in the house and has shown his ability 
to keep his feetsin debate. He Has the 
rules of the house at his fingers’ end and 
possesses a thorough knowledge of parlia- 
mentary law and procedure. He is chair- 
man of the commission on banking, which 
will report at the present session of the 
legisiature.

Farris on Trial. 

The case of the state against Farris was 
ealled immediately after the court conven- 
ed yesterday morning. Much time was 
required to secure the jury. All of the 
forty-eight jurors had to be called before 
twelve of them satisfactory to the state 
and the defense were secured. 

As soon aS the jury was chosen the in- 
troduction of evidence was begun. There 
were more witnesses for the defense than 
for the state, and throughout the case the 
evidence against Farris was weak and 
meager regarding some portions of the in- 
cidents lead’ng up to the accident. 

Dr. McDaniel, the county physician who 
examined the wound made by the bali. 
wags the first witness. He stated that the 
by the firing 
of a pistol from the sidewalk, as was al- 
leged by the defense, Other witnesses fol- 
loyed him. Two of them swore that they 
saw the flash of the pistol and that it was 
apout as high as a man’s head. This was 
considered strong evidence, as a proof of 
this fact would thave made it appear that 
the weapon producing death was in the 
hand of some person.

Tried To Prove Motive. 

The last evidence introduced on the trial 
was that of the state to show motive for 
the crime. It was attempted by the state 
to prove that Farris some time previous, 
namely on July 4th, had a quarrel with 
Holland ang that the two had never made 
up. The defense introduced witnesses to 
show that Holand and Farris were very 
good friends when the accident occurred. 

The arguments of the case consumed over 
two hours. Mr. Hill opened in a short 
Statement of the state’s side of the case. 
He was followed by Mr. Hamilton Douglas, 
for the defense, after which came Judge 
Hal C, Jones, of Decatur, and Mr. Frank 
Arnold, for the defense, and then Mr. Hill 
closed for the state. 

Judge Hart delivered a thirty-minute 
charge, covering all the points in the case. 
It was 7 o’clock by this time, and Judge 
Hart adjourned the court for an hour and 
a half. At 8:30 o’clock the court reconven- 
ed and in an hour the verdict was an- 
nounced, 

Farris and Pruitt all of yesterday seem- 
ed sanguine in the result of the case. Dur- 
ing the interim between the time the court 
was called to order at 8:30 o'clock, and the 
time the verdict was announced, they sat 
in the courtroom joking and laughing with 
their friends present.

Favors Closing Pryor Street. 

Mr. Jonathan Norcross, one of the oldest 
citizens of Atlanta, favors the closing of 
Pryor street and the first proposition made 
by the railroads. He made the following 
Statement for publication yesterday: 

“Il have been an inhabitant of this city 
from its infancy and havé ajways taken a 
deep interest in its measures and growth, 
and beg leave to say a few words concern- 
ing the new passenger depot proposed to 
be erected in this city. The plan proposed 
by Mr. Grant Wilkins is unquestionably the 
right one, in the main, if not in all the par- 
ticulars, and should ‘be adopted. As Mr. 
Hugh Inmans says, if its location is chang- 
ed from its present position one-third of a 
large portion of the property and Somkushs 
of the city will be lost to a large portion 
of the people. We may say, without suc- 
cessful contradiction, that al] that part of 
the city lying east of Hunter and Forsyth 
streets, or more than one-half of the peo- 
ple, would be damaged by such a change, 
and not more than half a dozen property 
owners would be benefited by the change. 

And, in fact, we may say that two-thirds 
of the people and pr operty of Atlanta would 
be injured by such a change of the depot. 
As to the damage supposed to arise from 
Mr. Grant Wilkins’s plan, to Pryor street, 
it is unquestionably all or chiefly imagin- 
ary. An elegant depot, extending from 
Loyd to Whitehall! streets, with as many 
openings as there would be on Pryor street, 
both north and south of the depot, in the 
very center, would doubtless benefit rather 
than damage the property and trade on 
Pryor street south of the railroad. More- 
over, a change of the depot from its pres- 
ent location would take twenty years and 
millions of dollars for the city to become 
as well adjusted to the new location as it 
is inregard to the present passenger depot. 
Pailroads and depots, once established and 
the city ¢erown up around them, are, to an 
upland eity like At'anta, what navigable 
waters re to seahoard and river towns.” 

Would Lower the Tracks. 

Mr S. A. Corker has a plan which he 
thinks is of double value because it not 
only supplies the new depot, but does away 
with the grade crossings at Whitehall, 
Loyd and Pryor streets. His plan is to put 
the railroad tracks the necessary depth be- 
low these crossings and bridge them over, 
allowing the trains to run into the base- 
ment of a new depot on the present site, 
extending a subway beyond Loyd street 
and on to the Georgia railroad property,

a bridge, the tracks being beneath. Mr. 
Corker would have a four or five story de- 
pot proper erected on the present site— 
taking in all available space in length and 
breadth, allowing the railroad people to 
utilize the upper stories, concentrating their 
offites and paying rent to themselves, thus 
Saving a large item in their expense ac- 
count. Under this plan it would be neces- 
sary to put wide bridges at the Whitehall, 
Pryor and Loyd street crossings, but Mr. 
Corker thinks the city might build these 
bridges. 

If the railroads should come into the de- 
pot on a 2 per cent grade it would only be 
necessary To excavate, Mr. Corker thinks, 
about ten feet at the Whitehall street crogs- 
ing. This would bring the tracks out to a 
level a few hundred yards beyond Forsyth 
street bridge and to a level at about Pied- 
mont avenue on the east side of the station. 

The space between the bridges which 
would have to be put across Pryor street 
and the one at Whitehall street could be 
left entirely open, which would be less ex- 
pensive than putting all the tracks under- 
ground and covering all this space up 
through the center of the city. 

Says Raise the Tracks. 

Mr. J. A. Le Sueur, of the firm of Le 
Sueur & Runge, has a plan for the new 
union depot which he thinks ig far better 
than any so far advanced. It is his idea 
to build the depot from Loyd te Whitelrall 
street, crossing both these streets and 
Pryor street. The main entrance to the 
depot he would have at Pryor street. The 
tracks he wants elevated over the present 
ones to a height of eighteen feet, which 
would give all vehicles plenty of room to go 
under them. 

This elevation he wants to start at Broad 
street on one end and at Collins street on 
the other, The trains, he thinks, may be 
hauled up these inclines. This pian will 
leave all streets open, but jt would neceasi- 
tate sending freight cars arqund the city on 
a belt line. Mr. Le Sueur wants the first 
floor of the depot to be level with Wall 
street. 

On the second floor he would have the 
tracks and the third floor he would use as 
an immense auditorium for ‘holding conven- 
tions and concerts. This same plan was 
suggested by Mr. Le Sueur some time ago. 
It is thought that there will be room for 
fifteen trains to stand in line. 

A Railroad Man’s View. 

A prominent railroad man passing 
through the city yesterday said he has 
known for several years that Atlanta need- 
ed a new depot. ‘‘You must not,”’ he said, 
“make a mistake in building. The present 
site is not large enough. A depot holding 
less than twelve tracks would soon be too 
small. Build for the future or you will soon 
be in the condition you are now in—crowdéed 
and circumscribed.”’

CHIEF MANLY ISSUED AN ORDER 
yesterday morning which means a watch 
over the retail dealers in liquors to pre- 
vent mifhors from entering their places of 
business. This matter is of considerable 
interest on acrount of tha way in which 
the police authorities came to take ccg- 
nizance: of it. The Young Men’s Christian 
Association is behind the order which 
came from the chief of police. 

Sunday night officers of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association called on Police Com- 
missioner William O. Jones ana mentioned 
to him that they were informed that mi- 
nors were entering a number of the saloons 
in the city and that they believed it was 
& common occurrenre for youths under age 
to go into barrooms and drink. 

The commissioner promis to give the 
matter his immediate attention, cnd he re- 
ported to the chief of police what the of- 
ficers of the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation had told him. 


Ohief Manly investigated the report and 
he ascertained enough to convince him 
that the complaint was not without foun- 
dation. As a result he issued the following 
order yesterday morning, which was read 
Out to all the watches: 


“October, 31, 1898.—General Order No. 43: 
The officers and members of uhe force 
are ordered to see that the three sections 
of the city code copied —s are strictly 
enforced ‘Section 919.—It shall be «mlawful 
for any minor to go into any place where 
spirituous or malt liquors are kept for re- 
tail, unless. by written consent of parent 
or guardiaf, and any minor violating the 
provisions of this ordinance shall on con- 
viction before the recorder pay a fine of 
not less than $5, or work on the public 
works not less than five days. 

“Sec. 920.—Any person under twenty-one 
years of age who shall under false repre- 
sentations as to age buy or allow to be 
bought for him, other than by parent or 
guardian, any liquor, malt or spirituous, in 
any retail] sallon of-this city, shall upon 
cOnviction before the recorder, pay a 
fine of not less than $25 or serve not less 
than twenty-five days on the public works. 

“Sec, 921.—All places licensed to retail 
spirituous or malt liquors shall keep posted 
in conspicuous places about their place of 
business, ‘No minors allowed in here,’ and 
a | same Shall be considered qumorent no- 
tice.’ 


Only Minors Punished. 


There is no ordinagce, punishing the sa- 
loon keeper for geting to a minor, be- 
cause there is a state law against such an 
offense; and there is no ordinance pun- 
ishing a saloon man for allowing a minor 
to enter his place because he is power- 
leas to enforce such a rule. So all the bur- 
den is on the minor himself, and it will 
be the youths that the police will watch 
from now on. 

Chief Manly says he is glad his atten- 
tion has been called to the matter, and ‘he 
will see to it that all minors are arrested 
who hereafter enter the saloons. 

Most of the retail dealers are glad that 
the- law is to be enforced, for they are 
given no little trouble by youths entering 
their places and asking for drinks, and it is 
not always easy to tell when a youth is 
of age. 

The police will probably make a few 
cases in the next day or two, as they have 
been instructed by their c aptains to carry 
out the chief’s orders.

GEORGIA’S ROADS 


EARNED $19,000,000 


Financial Statement Compiled by the 
State Railroad Coimmisison. 


THE LINES HAVE 5,475 MILES 


Only 100 Miles of New Road Was 
Built During Twelve Months. 


STATE'S ROAD IS THE BEST EARNER 


It Makes Nearly Twice as Much Per 
Mile as Next Best Line—What 
the Roads Earned.

THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
Georgia railroad commissioners shows that 
there are 5,475 miles of road in this state. 
This is an increase of 100 miles over the 


previous year. 

Very little railroad building has been 
done in Georgia during the past four years, 
the increase since 1895 being only 235 miles. 

Georgia’s railroads earned in the year 
ending June 30th last, $19,046,983. 

The average gross earnings per mile of 
road were $3,517, which is considerably be- 
low the average for the whole country. 
The average operating expenses per mile 
were $2,499, while the net earnings were 
$1,025 per mile. 

The percentage of operating expenses to 
gross earnings in the state of Georgia was 
70.8, 

The Central of Georgia earned more than 
any other system within the state because 
it has a greater mileage, but its net earn- 
ings per mile were considerably below 
those of some other lines. The Central’s 
gross earnings were $3,870,000 and the South- 
ern's were $3,634,000. The Plant system 
earned $2,456,000 gross, but the net was only 
$634,000. Some of the roads did not earn 
enough to pay expenses. These com- 
panies were the Albany Northern, Chatta- 
nooga Southern, Gainesville, Jefferson and 
Southern; Macon, Dublin and Western: Ma- 
con and Birmingham, the Roswell branch 
of the Southern and the Tallulah Falls 
road. 

The Georgia earned gross $1,632.900. the 
Georgia’ and Alabama just did turn the 
$1,000,000 mark and the Western and Atlan- 
tic earned $1,635,000 gross. The Western and 
Atlantic earned gross only $3,000 more than 
the Georgia, but its net earnings were 
$159,000 more. ‘the Western and Atlantic 
earned nearly $12,000 per mile. The Atianta 
and West Puint came next in earnings per 
miue wiih $6,673. 

The Dover and Statesboro made the best 
showing in percentage of operating ex- 
penses tO gross earnings with a record of 
oniy 40 per cent. 

The gross earnings, net earnings and net 
earnings per mile of road operated for the 
year ending June 30th, are shown below: 


THE MAYOR’S VETO WILL STAND 


Consolidated Franchises Will Not Be 
Considered Until Mon ay’s’ Ses- 
sion of Council, if at All. 

There will be a especial meeting of council 
next Thursday afternoon to consider the 
report of the finance and electric and other 
railway committees on the depot matter. 
It was thought that the mayor’s veto of 
the Consolidated franchise papers might 
be considered at this session, but this ques-

Constitution representatives made a can- 
vass of the members of council yesterCay, 
and in case @ movement should be mede 
to pass the franchises over the veto, it 
will not succeed, because a sufficient num- 
ber. of members state they were strong- 
ly in favor of upholding the mayor. 

It takes a two-thirds majority of the 
counri} and the. aldermanic board to fass 
any paper over the mayor's veto. Jt ap- 
peared to be the general opinion yesietday 
that no one would attempt to hive the 
franchise brought up again at this time, 
So far as is known, the officials of the 
Consolidated are exerting no efforts to 
have:the matter passed over the veto. 


RECEIVER FOR ICE WORKS. 


Judge Lumpkin Appoints W. I. Hey- 
ward To Take Charge of Assets of 
Purity Ice Works. 

Judge Lumpkin has appointed a receiver 
for the Purity Ice Works, one. of the large 
ice manufacturing conéerns of the city. It 
is claimed in the bill that the ice company 
has failed to meet its obligations and the 
unsecured creditors want the courf to take 
charge of the assets for their protection 

against loss. 

Judge Lumpkin appointed W. I. Heyward 
temporary receiver, and set November 5th 
as the time for hearing. The Purity Ice 
Works: has a valuable plant, including ma- 
chinery and trade. It has a large patron- 
age in the city. The company claims that 


the small demand for its product is the f 


cause of the temporary embarrassment. 
Temporary Receiver Heyward will oper- 
ate the plant and care for the property 
until the case is heard. If the permanent 
receiver is appointed at that time he will 
be directed to care for the creditors’ inter- 
ests. The bill for receiver was filed by 
Hamilton Douglas. 


COMMISSIONERS TO MEET. 


Monthly Session Will Be Held Tomor-

Matters Will Be Discussed. 

The monthly meeting of the board of 
county commissioners will be held tomor- 
row afternoon in the office of the board in 
the courcnouse annex.

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GARDENER SELECTS — 


THE CAMP TODAY 


Inspecting Officer Announces That He 
Has Found Suitable Places. 


THE BRIGADE MAY BE DIVIDED 


No Camp Can Be Found Large Enough 
to Accommodate an Entire Brigade. 


COLONEL GARBENER MAY LEAVE TODAY 


It Is Practically Settled That One or 
More of the Regiments Will Be 
Near Hemphill Station.

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COLONEL GARDENER ANNOUNCED 
yesterday after completing his round of in- 
spection of the proposed camp Sites that the 
First brigade of the Second div‘sion would 
come to this city for winter encampment. 

He expressed the opinion that the opposi- 
tion to the movement of the brigade to this 
city would have no effect on the authorities 
of the war department and, snce the ma- 
jority of the troops in the brigade wished to 
leave Camp Poland, that the order sending 
them to Atlanta wou!d not be affected. 

The inspecting officer has located several 
camp sites in the vicinity that can be used 
by thé brigade for temporary quarters, al- 
though the largest sites near the city are 
inadequately supplied with water for the 
accommodation of 3,000 troops. For this 
reason ft-may be necessary to divide the 
regiments cofmposing the brigade by put- 
ting one in camp at one place and one at 
another. 

This plan will interfere with brigade drill, 
but it may be necessary for the proper 
accommodation of the troops. 

One Camp Site Locatei. 

The property near Hemphill] station to 
the west of Atlanta has been given a thor- 
ough inspection by Colonel Gardener and it 
is understood that the officer is very well 
pleased with the place. 

Colonel Gardener said yesterday: ° 

“T have found this site fully suffictent for 
the accommodation of one regiment of the 
brigade, the difficulty being that there is 
not enough ground at the place to drill the 
whole command or else it might be suited 
as a camp for the brigade. 

“You can state postively that enough 
camps have been found in the vicinity to 
take care of the entfre command, although 
I have not yet concluded which of them to 
select. + 

‘‘Tomorrow I wi:l make further inspection 
of some of the sites and go more accurately 
over the ground to ascertain ita exact Ca- 


pacity for drilling purposes. 
“Tt 's necessary in the choice of a camp 


for a brigade to find a place near a good 
water supply and also near an open field 
of sufficient size to allow all the troops to 
drill. The lack of both these requisites is 
the objection to most of the camp plices 
near Atlanta and when I find water in suffi- 
cient quantity there is generally no place 
for drilitig.”’ 

Yesterday morming Colonel Gardener 
again visited the property to the east of the 
exposition grounds and spent several hours 
at the place making measurements and 
marking off the places where the woods 
would have to be cleared away. 

The owners of the property, who accom- 
panied Colonel Gardener, assured him that 
in case the site was selected that the woods 
would be cleared off in order to give the 
troops ample room in which to drill. The 
property is well adapted for the purposes of 
a camp, being on a high elevation and 
having a good water supply. It will be 
necessary in case the site is chosed by Colo- 
ne] Gardener to run the water main to the 
place. 

While Colonel Gardener has expressed no 
opinion in regard to this particular site ex- 
cept to say that it would make a fairly good 
camping ground, it is probable that in case 
the brigade is divided that one, or possibly 
two. regiments will be quartered there. 

More Inspection Today. 

Today Colonel Gardener will go again to 
Hemphil! station to complete the work of 
inspection at that point and make measure- 
ments of the ground to be allotted for drill- 
ing. The fact that the city reservoir is but 
a short distance from the place is one of 
the chief recommendations it can offer, 
since there will be no lack of water for the 
men of the brigade. 

Colonel Gardener will probably arrive ata 
decision some time today and if so he will 
leave Atlanta tonight for Knoxville to join 
his command. Colonel Gardener will com- 
municate w.th Mayor Collier before leaving 
Atlanta in order that the city can make 
arrangements to have water pipes laid out 
to the camp. 

Arriving at Knoxville, Colonel Gardener 
will make his report to the corps com- 
mander and in company with the quartcr- 
master of the brigade return to this city to 
have the work on the camp Started. It ‘s 
hardly possibile that the work can be begun 
before the first of next week and with a 
large force of hands it will require two 
weeks to complete what has to be done. 

Until everything is in readiness forthe 
reception of the troops the men will] remain 
at Camp Poland and it will probably be the 
middle of November before they are quar- 
tered in th's city.
